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With Beer-Wuw 
City Expects 
Few Problems

Now that the sale of beer and wine 
has been approved, city officials are 
pretty ho-hum about the effects it will 
have on the community. 
“We don’t really see any serious 
problem, since the election was for 
off-premise consumption,” explained 
City M anager David Griffin. “ Police 
problems prim arily come with on­ 
premise consumption. 
“We’ll probably have a little more 
litter,” he mused. “Probably also 
we’ll have more people coming in 
from outside the city to purchase beer 
and wine. The vast majority will be 
welcomed, but there’ll probably be 
some we’d just as soon not have.” 
Police Chief Duane Kinsey agreed 
that the effect on his departm ent 
would be minimal. 
He said the 
departm ent does not believe it will be 
“too much involved.” 
He stressed, however, that his of­ 
ficers will be enforcing the ordinance 
against drinking “on any public street 
or alley or any public place and ad­ 
jacent to a public street or alley.” 
Councilwoman Louise Sherrill who

Council opposed the passage of the 
local option issue, noted that the three 
places to watch for the new law’s 
effects are in police activity, trash 
pickup and traffic control.

“ I love to see businesses come in to 
Plano,” she stressed, “ but I hate to 
see them go in and then fail to m ake 
it.” 
Mayor Norman Whitsitt doesn’t 
believe that beer and wine sales will 
really make much difference to the 
business community. 
“ I don’t think it will have much 
im pact,” he said. “ I doubt there will 
be any big revenue increase or any 
m ajor adverse effect. Really, it’s a so 
what situation.” 
Griffin thinks the city may receive 
some additional sales tax revenues 
but he added that no one has been able 
to come up with a projection.

Christmas Challenge Met

Ifs not an easy task to seek out the 
needy families in the community, 
determine their needs and then fill 
them at Christmas time, says Al 
O’Quinn of PUSH of Plano, Inc 
But 
the volunteers of PUSH— 
Persons United to Serve Humanity— 
do it every year. 
This year the organization delivered 
food, clothing and toys on Dec. 23 and 
24 to 80 families in the Plano area. 
In addition, school counselor Norma 
Hill, who is responsible for compiling 
the list of approved names and 
determining the locations and needs 
of needy families, also coordinated 
efforts in submitting names of needy 
persons to area church groups, ser­ 
vice organizations and businesses who 
requested them. 


The names are subm itted primarily 
through the schools and the Plano 
M inisterial A lliance. Checks are 
m ade to determ ine the legitimacy of 
the needs. “ We don’t want to take this 
stuff to somebody 
who’s 
got

have them that’ll ask for it,” says 
O’Quinn.

Natural LaMaze Birth 
Not for Everybody ’

natives).

Couples who can’t or won’t use the 
LaMaze childbirth method should not 
feel guilty, says Sandra Meek. 
LaMaze, which promotes breathing 
exercises instead of medication to 
control 
labor 
pain, 
“is 
not 
for 
everyone,” according to the obstetrics 
supervisor at Plano General Hospital. 
Of the average 65 births a month at 
Plano General, only some 30 percent 
of the couples 
use the 
LaMaze 
m ethod. 
The 
m ajority 
p refer 
medication in varying strengths to 
reduce the pain. 
Indeed, there seem to be a number 
of 
reaso n s—both 
physical 
and 
emotional—why couples would not 
choose LaMaze. 
Labor is hard work. A normal 
length of labor is eight to 14 hours. But 
the tissue of first-time mothers is less 
elastic, stretches more slowly to 
accommodate the emerging baby and 
labor may last much longer. It could 
be 
18-20 hours of increasingly 
cramping contractions interrupted by 
fretful or boring rest periods. 
LaMaze m ay be desirable for some 
women but others may view it as 
com plicating an alread y tedious 
situation. The breathing exercises can 
divert a woman’s thoughts from her 
labor pains. But successful use of 
LaMaze requires special instruction 
and practice in class and at home and 
then close concentration during labor 
so the proper breathing technique is 
used 
Labor can be made more difficult 
and thus LaMaze less successful 
because of a number of physical 
factors which may vary dram atically 
from woman to woman. Some may 
experience little labor pain; others 
much more. Some can tolerate a lot of 
pain; while others have a low pain 
threshold 
Factors which have a real bearing 


on the ease of labor and delivery in­ 
clude age, physical condition, size of 
baby, size of pelvic area, positioning 
of the baby just before birth and 
length of pregnancy. 
Some women have considered 
LaMaze because they wanted to be 
aw ake and a le rt 
during birth. 
T raditional pain-easing rem edies 
made women drowsy or they might 
not rem em ber the birth of their babies 
at all. 
But Ms. Meek says, “We don’t 
snooker mothers anym ore; almost all 
our mothers are totally awake and 
cooperating with us and I haven’t seen 
that ‘twilight sleep’ technique in a 
long tim e.” 
Couples 
also 
have 
preferred 
LaMaze because they did not want the 
sedation aide effects which can cause 
nausea and headaches in mothers and 
result in babies which are not as alert 
as they could be. 
But a mild relaxing drug, the 
epidural block, seem s to have 
resolved concerns about sleepy 
mothers and babies, says Ms. Meek. 
The epidural is administered about 
halfway through labor to speed the 
process and there is no sedative effect 
on the baby. 
Another key element to a successful 
LaM aze childbirth experience is 
commitment to the program by both 
husband and wife. 
LaMaze is a 
teamwork approach to childbirth and 
wives need their husbands to help 
practice the breathing exercises and 
guide them in breathing during labor 
and delivery. 
Some husbands would rather not be 
that involved. Ignorance or misin­ 
formation about 
birth may have 
produced 
som e 
insurm ountable 
anxiety or the future father may know 
what to expect but decides that’s not 
for him. 
The unappealing aspects of child­ 
birth may be so unsavory to some that 
both dads and moms will want to 
participate as little as possible Plano

H ospital 
req u ires 
all 


husbands who want to be present in 
labor and delivery to complete a four- 
session course such as the one the 
hospital offers or a childbirth class 
like LaMaze. 
Courses taught by both the hospital 
and Plano LaMaze instructor Reena 
Khandpur feature a realistic birth 
film. Husbands have fainted or felt ill 
during the film and have decided they 
could not stomach a live performance 


“ If the husband wants to be there 
with his wife, he m ust know what to 
expect and not be frightened or 
angry,” Ms. Meek says. “ He must 
realize that ‘Yes, there will be some 
amount of bleeding; yes, the doctor 
will touch your wife in private parts; 
and yes, the baby will not be all clean 
and shampooed.’” 
Ms. Meek estim ates 40-50 percent of 
the husbands join their wives in labor 
and delivery at 
P lano General 
Hospital. And, no, no one has ever 
fainted. 
Why does Ms. Meek believe couples 
choose LaMaze? “ Parents want the 
absolute best for their babies,” she 
says. “And LaMaze supposedly gives 
a baby a better sta rt.” 
But the obstetrics nurse urges that 
m others and fa th e rs 
“ not feel 
ashamed if they don’t think they can 
do it, and don’t let 
yourself be 
pressured by your wife, your husband 
or friends.” 


Some 17 percent of the couples who 
plan to use LaMaze are unable to 
follow the program, she says “ You 
don't know whether the conditions for 
LaMaze will be right until you get to 
the hospital; so be open to the idea 
that it might not work for you this 
tim e,” she admonishes. 
And do LaMaze couples seem any 
happier after childbirth than other 
couples? 
“ Oh, no,” Ms. Meek says. “ We 
always have a good tim e We rejoice 
in the delivery room And we end up 
mothering our mothers as much as 
m other their babies.’’

types of good would be appropriate for 
donation. 
For example, if there are children 
in a family, their ages and sex are 
determ ined in order for toys and 
clothing 
to

distributed. 
The actual delivery, which requires 
from 15 to 18 vehicles and takes about 
two days, is the culmination of months 
of effort on the part of PUSH volun­ 
teers. 
Carla Batemen, who is in charge of 
sorting and packing, and her staff go 
through the thousands of donated 
item s—everything from used toys to 
used clothes (which m ake up about 60 
per cent of the donations) to infant car 
seats—and box them according to 
individual family’s needs. 
Foodstuffs, clothes and toys are 
collected at fire stations and other 
design? ed points, from where PUSH 
volunteers pick them up and take 
them to headquarters on 15th St. 
Monetary donations are used to 
purchase hams, bread, candy and 
fruit. This year PUSH purchased 120 
pounds of candy and 26 cases of fruit, 
along with 20 hams. Skaggs Albert­ 
son’s sells the goods to PUSH at cost. 
D onations pour in during the 
holiday season from church groups, 
businesses, service clubs and in­ 
dividuals. 
“ You get a lot of these little $10 
checks, and you don’t think that’s 
much, but they really add up,” said 
O’Quinn. 
Donations this year cam e from 
Dickey’s Barbecue, which gave 34, 5- 
lb. hams, other foodstuffs and toys; 
the Clothes Shoppe, which donated 65 


new dresses; Kiddie Land, some $750 
worth of children’s clothes; 
Jim 
Elliott Pharm acy, three boxes of 
older children’s toys; 
Joe 
Price 
Insurance, money to cover the cost of 
insurance for the PUSH operations; 


the American Legion, $50 and 18 boxes 
of food; the Jaycees, Plano Service 
League, Capital Wire and Cable, Ed 
Logan Insurance and hundreds ol 
other persons and firms. 
“ My wife told me not to try to do this 
(list the donors); she said I’d leave 
somebody out. There’s just been so 
many that’s done so m uch,” said 
O’Quinn.

Gains, Losses Viewed 
In Worldwide Freedom 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Only a 
third of the world’s nations are free 
even though political and civil 
freedom increased in 1977 for a 
quarter of the human race, according 
to a survey by Freedom House, a 
private group concerned with human 
rights. 
Major gains in political and civil 
freedom were made in India and 
Spain, the group said, but personal 
freedom declined in nine countries 
with a population of 123.8 million 
people. 
“ While only some expanded rights 
are directly due to U.S. policies, the 
great attention paid human rights by 
A m erican 
leaders 
provided 
an 
unusually favorable environment for 
freedom ,” said John Richardson Jr., 
Freedom House president. 
Freedom House Executive Director 
Leonard Sussman singled out press 
freedom as a particularly critical 
issue and said despite the generally 
im proved clim ate 
for 
personal 
liberty, 
“ press 
freedom 
faced 
growing threats.” 


Conditions were said to have im­ 
proved for the news media in India, 
Spain, 
Egypt, 
G hana, 
Kuwait, 
Panam a, Senegal, Sri Lanka and 
Taiwan. 
Elections in India, which restored 
political rights to 622 million people, 
were responsible for much of the 
increase in freedom reported by the 
survey. 


The survey also found improved 
situations in Spain and said 40.4 
million people in Ghana, Kuwait, 
Madagascar, Nepal and Syria all 
moved from “not free" to “ partly 
free.” 


It said personal freedom declined in 
two countries listed as free, Malta and 
Jam aica, and one listed as partly free, 
South A frica. Freedom declined 
further in six countries already listed 
as not free — Angola, Argentina, 
Burma, Congo, Equatorial Guinea, 
and Ethiopia. 
The survey said that a year ago only 
19.6 percent of the world’s people were 
regarded as free.
